Assuming the prin j i*. i o xiOt c i a 1 *. oi bj.iOi.jv' pooim^ mm 
ana if ho ims lie lias neither asked nor notified ne - I will then go over the books innodiately 
anil send you a receipt for all tiiat. can be sold and, if you desire, those not in tide 
condition as proof thof tiiey are not. 1 nope will agree that sifter all this tine, 1 as 
asking you a fair offer, it is my recollection tiiat someone in your organisation agreed 
after isy call to have these books trucked here, where tiiey sliould have boon s>-.nt to 
begin with. 'ffhe strange tiling is that after this you die send several small order® to 
us, all to the wrong address, and each tine we sent notice of tin: new address without 
effect.
